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The American Landmarks Celebration, from August 
1 to November 30, 1964, under the Chairmanship of 
Mrs. Lyndon B, Johnson, is turning the spotlight on 
the need to preserve those buildings and sites that 
are important parts of this nation's history. 


Secretary of the Interior Udall brought this concept 
closer to home when he said at Fort McHenry in 
Baltimore last Fourth of July: 


"But Historic Preservation does not end 
with the protection of national shrines. 
It must rather be woven into every level 
of our national life, down to the buildings 
and sites on the local level, which give 
committees a unique memory of their 
own," 


Here in Foggy Bottom we have indeed a wonderful 
opportunity to preserve and recreate a unique com- 
munity. Once the pile drivers and the bulldozers 
disappear from the scene, Foggy Bottom will be a 
relatively quiet residential oasis surrounded by but 
insulated from the hustle and bustle of the most im- 
portant city in the world. Foggy Bottom will bea 
town within a town, tracing its roots back to the very 
earliest days of our country and providing a welcome 
respite for many making contemporary history.

If good weather holds up, the Whitehurst Freeway 
traffic will be routed on K Street by the end of No- 
vember. Eye Street will then carry only local traf- 
fic. The service roads on K Street will be used for 
the Freeway and local traffic for about one year. 
The center of K Street, which ultimately will carry 
all Freeway traffic, will be finished about one year 
from now. It is not definite at this time whether or 
not 25th, 26th, and Eye Streets will have one-way 
or two-way traffic. If you have any views on these 
traffic patterns, please let me know. 


Stage Two of the Watergate development was passed 
by the Board of Zoning Adjustment. The plans call 
for an office building and resident hotel in the area 
of 27th Street. 


Three proposed plans which will be made public 
during the rest of the year are related to the devel- 
opment of Virginia Avenue, The George Washington 
University, and the Subway System. We will have 
an opportunity to express our views on the plans be- 
fore official decisions are made on them. If you are 
interested in evaluating the effect of these plans on 
Foggy Bottom, as well as proposing revisions to 
them, please contact me. 


In order to make our positions on zoning effective, 
it is essential that we present them in person at the 
Zoning hearings. Letters are not enough. Individ- 
ual cases are heard on assigned days, but at no 
scheduled time during the day. To insure that we 
have at least one person there at all times, we need 
a number of persons who would be available to take 
turns on shifts during the day. They would also 
help formulate our position in advance and antici- 
pate counter arguments that we can respond to or- 
ally.

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FALL GARDENING HINTS 


The ideal time for changes of many kinds is in the 
fall. Whether you are remaking an old flower bed 
or starting a new one, the soil is in the best condi- 
tion for digging -- warm enough to dry out quickly 
when turned over and moist enough for newly set 
plants to take root quickly. It is the best time, hor- 
ticulturally, to set out a host of beautiful plants and 
prepare the garden for next year. 


The gaiety of color can be achieved to a background 
of evergreens by the planting of tulip bulbs in late 
October and early November. 


Cool autumn weather is ideal for planting new shrub, 
either deciduous or evergreen, or moving your own 
plants from one place to another to improve land- 
scape effect. Another point is that you will finda 
much larger selection of plants for sale in the fall. 


Keep transplanted evergreens thoroughly watered 
(once a week in dry weather) and mulched for winter. 


Groundcovers like English ivy and pachysandra 
should be planted early in the fall to have time for 
their roots to become thoroughly established before 
winter. It helps to mulch them with peatmoss or 
other loose material and to keep them well watered.
